WHAT 15 1HE GAY SCENE LAKE/ 

Whilst there is quite an established 
mal e gay scene in East Berlin, in Leip¬ 
zig there are seme straight bars where 
gays meet, in fact they often seemed 
like gay bars to me. But you might go 
back a few weeks later to find the 
bar closed or completely different.^ Zt 
seems that once a place gets a Gay 
reputation it gets closed down. In 
Eas t Berlin there are a few gay discos 
and bars, quite inadequate for the 
large gay population. These are run 
by the state, tut it s almost im¬ 
possible to meet gays under 30 there.

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A City Council grant to a lesbian 
group has been branded "an iamoral 
waste of ratepayers' money", by the 
Leicester lory Council Leader. Hr, 
Michael Johnson accused Labour 
councillors of handing over cash to 
a group aimed at 'recruiting young 
girls to their ranks". But Labour 
councillors believe personal 
prejudices should not affect grant 
applications. Hr, Johnson launched 
the stinging attack after the City 
Council's grants panel, voted to 
give £1,000 to the Lesbian 
Information Service, 

The Lesbian Information Service 
initially asked for £4,000 to set 
up a newsletter for the area, 
establish a lesbian network, and a 
young lesbian group, 

'*It is the creation of a young 
lesbian group I object to most* 
said Cllr, Johnson, "If adolescent 
girls are at a very funny stage and 
if a relationship with a boyfriend 
breaks down, then ,they could be 
recruited to lesbianism by this 
propaganda", he said, The Labour 
Chair of the Council Recreation 
Committee said; "Vhen you are 
charged with giving grants it is 
very important not to let personal 
prejudices enter into it", The 
Deputy Chair, Cllr, Culdip Bhatii 
said; *Lesbians pay their rates 
just like anybody else, and just 
like anybody else they are entitled 
to help from the City Council when 
they need it", 

Spokesperson for Lesbian 
Information Service Jan Foster 
said; 'The comments of the Tory 
Councillor display only too 
clearly his ignorance and bigotry",

WHAT WERE YOUR FIRST IMPRESSIONS ON 
ARRIVAL? 

Imprio is the second most important 
city in Eas t Germany. The railway 
station is the biggest in Europe and 
it was overflowing with military per¬ 
sonnel - the country is paranoid 
about bein g attacked and there are 

troop movements everywhere. Military 
service is com puls ory with periods of 

re-training until middle age. 

My home for the year was a shared 
centrally heated, High-rise flat, in 
a block reserved for foreign visitors. 
I was paid around £266 net per month, 
less £12 a month for my accomodation 
which was very cheap. My job was to 
teach English to students, preparing 
for voluntary service overseas in 
Ethiopia ana India - doctors., engin¬ 
eers and agricultural specialists. 

WAT WERE LIVING CONDITIONS LIKE FOR 
PEOPLE GENERALLY? 

Prices of staple foods like bread, 
milk and flour have not risen for over 
20 years, and are heavily subsidised 
by the State. You can get any food 
you like, but at a price. Fish is 
astronomically expensive and crisps 
were regarded as luxury goods. A car 
of pineapple chunks cost about £4. 

East Berlin is the country's show¬ 
case, and feels the need to compete 
with its affluent cousin across the 

Wall, Consequently, the rest of the 
country goes short at the capital's 
expense, which causes much resentment 
elsewhere, amongst East Germans. 

A constant source of complaint was the 
restriction on foreign travel, though 
the government is new beginnnihg to 
relax its controls and issue student 
visas. In the past it was only the 
elderly who could get visas. If 
they didnt return, their state con¬ 
tribution could be seen as a minimal 


loss. Those who do manage to go 
abroad are carefully vetted before¬ 
hand} so someone might come and ask 
your neighbour what you were really 
like, did you row often with your 
wife at night? New, when East Ger¬ 
mans return from trips abroad, they 
are not slow to complain about the 
drabness of their country, and the 
cleanliness and colour of the West. 

WHAT ABOUT FASHION AND MUSIC? 

I was amazed how stylish and up-to- 
date Eas t German youth was. At the 
moment Punk is in. There isn't much 
to spend money on, apart from clo¬ 
thes, so East German youth tend to 
be big spenders. There are three 
types of clothes shop, the normal 
supermarket, the Exclusiv" chain 
or state shops selling high qual¬ 
ity goods, and then there were the 
hard currency shops, mainly for 
tourists. As 8w> of the country 
can get West German radio add TV 
they are up-to-the-minute. Pet 
Stxop Bovs are very popular now. 

DID YOU (ETON WTIH THE SIUDENTS? 

The students I taught were going 
abroad and were very reluctant to 
confide in me at all, apart from 
academic matters, for fear this 
might jeopardise their life 
chances. Some East Garmons are 
fearful of state interference & 
the secret police. However, the 
average East Germans, were quite 
repared to voice their concerns 
complaints, as they didn’t 
anything special to lose. 

The State wants to care for you from 
cradle to grave, in a very managing, 
and paternal way, so if you fall out¬ 
side its terms of reference there can 
be problems, as I was to find cut 
later. There is full employment, 
throughout the country and decent hou 
sing tor all, but the

accomodation isalways reserved for 
people with large families. In a 
country where people marry at 21 and 
are often divorced by 25, there is no 
stigma to single parenthood. People 
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In child custody cases, care and con¬ 
trol is always automatically awarded 
to the mother in the sexist belief that 
mothers are best for raising children. 

The East German version pi the Wo¬ 
men's Movement would focus bn How To 
Care For Your Home". There is no space 
within the state system for feminism, 
or indeed any form of self-organizing, 
and a gathering of more than three peo¬ 
ple would need state permission, and 
would probably be barbed. 

3D HOW DO PEOPLE GET ROUND THIS, PRE¬ 
SUMABLY THEY MUST? 

The only places that are outside state 
control are the Protestant churches, 
so they have become the haven to var¬ 
ious movements - the women's, lesbian/- 
gay and peace movements, and in recent 
years has been the chief meeting place 
for lesbians and gay men. In 1983 un¬ 
der the uibrella of an independent peace 
group, lesbians and gay men were offer¬ 
ed a stall at a church festival. This 
provided the needed breakthrough. Word 
spread quickly and soon there were a nuit- 
ber of groups regularly attracting up¬ 
wards or fifty people each. There is 
*r-i ) auuuiei auvanzage wmen a lesuian 
was quick to point out to me. At state 
organized meetings, the secret police 
are always present , whereas the church 
mee ti ngs are generally free of them. 

I attendee a gay seminar organized 
by the State (heterosexual) youth org¬ 
anization in Leipzig University, en¬ 
titled, "Gays, are we Really So Differ¬ 
ent?". This meeting was packed cut and 
over subscribed by four to one.
